Rev. J. S. Jenkins, of North Georgia Conference, repre- 
senting Payne Institute ; Dr. W. P. Few, President of Trinity 
College ; Dr. J. W. Kilgo, of the Upper South Carolina Con- 
ference; Dr. Eugene Blake, President of Weaver College, and 
Rev. J. S. Hunter, of the Richmond branch of the publishing 
house, were introduced. 
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Dr. Jenkins then spoke in the interest of Payne Institute, 
and a collection followed for that school resulting in pledges 
and cash amounting to $1,300. 

Communications from various connectional boards were an- 
nounced and appropriately referred. 

Communications from Bishop Candler, Chancellor of Em- 
ory University, and from the trustees of Trinity College and 
Greensboro College for Women were read and referred to the 
Board of Education. 

Minute Question 22, Are all the preachers blameless in their 
life and official administration ? was called and the Presiding 
Elders, R. G. Tuttle, H. K. Boyer, J. H. Barnhardt, Parker 
Holmes, H. C. Sprinkle, T. E. Wagg, J. C. Rowe, J. F. Kirk, 
W. A. Newell, J. H. West and Frank Siler, all made their re- 
ports and their characters were passed. 

Dr. John S. Chadwick was introduced and spoke on the na- 
ture of our religious work in the military camps, and urged 
the importance of our furnishing men to labor among the 
soldiers. 

The Conference service flag, with one hundred stars repre- 
senting that number of sons of the preachers in the service of 
their country, was presented to the Conference in a very ap- 
propriate speech by Rev. Albert Sherrill. The handsome flag 
was accepted for the Conference in a speech by the Secretary. 

Then the national hymn, “ America,’ ’ was sung, followed by 
a fervent prayer for the soldier boys by Bishop Kilgo. 

On motion of A. W. Plyler, the Secretary was instructed to 
deposit the service flag and the roll with the custodian of the 
Conference historical records. 

The hour for adjournment having arrived, announcements 
were made and the Conference adjourned at 12:30 with the 
benediction pronounced by Dr. J. S. Jenkins.

The Conference met as per adjournment at 3 o’clock with 
the religious service conducted by Dr. W. B. Beauchamp, Bish- 
op Darlington in the chair. 

The Consideration of the Missionary Centenary movement 
was resumed and inspiring addresses were delivered by Dr. 
W. B. Beauchamp, Dr. Geo. B. Winton and others. 

On motion of G. L. Hackney, seconded by C. H. Ireland, it 
was resolved that the Conference accept the proposition for 
the Centenary offering and pledge to raise the sum of one 
and three quarter million dollars for that purpose according 
to the outlined plan within the next five years. 

At 5 o’clock the Conference adjourned with the bene- 
diction by Dr. D Atkins. 

At 7 :30 o’clock further consideration was given to the mis- 
sionary plan after which a stereoptican exhibit of our work in 
the various mission fields was made under the direction of Mrs. 
Lipscomb, who in an interesting way gave full explanation of 
all the scenes.

It was announced that C. W. Byrd, J. P. Davis, W. V. 
Honeycutt, E. K. Hardin, R. W. Pickens and J. R. Seroggs 
had died since the last annual session and their names were 
referred to the Committee on Memoirs. 

Miss Minnie Kennedy then delivered an impressive message 
on the importance of our Sunday school work and the obliga- 
tion of the church to care for the children. 

Various memorials asking the Conference to give favorable 
consideration to the question of laity rights to women were 
announced 

The constitutional questions handed down from the Gen- 
eral Conference were then read: 

1. “ Shall lay members be eligible to all Conferences, 
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boards and lay offices of the church without regard to sex?” 

The Conference endorsed the change by a vote of 180 for, 
while 9 voted against it. 

2. The other question submitted by the General Confer- 
ence, “ Shall the Apostles Creed be so amended as to substi- 
tute for the words ‘holy Catholic Church/ the words ‘Christ’s 
holy Church/ was approved by the Conference, 138 members 
having voted in favor of the change and 68 members voted 
in opposition. 

J. P. Rodgers, the agent for the Superannuate Endowment 
Fund, submitted a verbal report of his work, stating that 
$88,000.00 had been pledged for this fund, leaving only $12,- 
000.00 yet to be secured in order to reach the $100,000.00 goal 
for the year. 

James A. Bell also spoke in behalf of the cause and the 
Bishop took a collection in pledges which amounted to about 
$15,000.00 

The report of the Committee on the Superannuate Endow- 
ment Fund was then read by J. A. Bell and adopted. (See 
Appendix.) 

A resolution offered by Dorman Thompson in regard to 
Conference entertainment was continued as unfinished busi- 
ness as the hour for adjournment had arrived. J. P. Rodgers 
pronounced the benediction. 

FOURTH DAY 

Saturday, November 23, 1918. 

Bishop Darlington called the Conference to order at 9 
o ’clock. 

S. T. Barber conducted the opening worship. 

The minutes of yesterday were read, corrected and ap- 
proved. 

Rev. J. S. Hunter spoke in behalf of the American Bible 
Society. 

The call of Minute Question 22 was resumed and the names 
of all the preachers of the Charlotte, Greensboro, Marion, Mt. 
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Airy, North Wilkesboro, Salisbury, Shelby, Statesville, 
Waynesville and Winston districts were called and their char- 
acters passed. 

The report of the Trustees of the Children ’s Home was read 
and adopted. (See Appendix.) 

The Conference then, by a rising vote, expressed thanks to 
Mr. B. D. Heath for his generous gift of $20,000.00 to the 
endowment fund of the Children’s Home. 

Dr. E. O. Watson, Secretary of our War Work Commission, 
was introduced and spoke earnestly about the work our church 
is doing among the soldiers. 

Bishop Kilgo spoke in the interest of the Washington City 
Representative church and of our Church Extension work in 
general. 

The following resolutions were passed. 

1. Whereas, the donors to the endowment fund mentioned in the 
report of the Children’s Home, Mr. B. D. Heath and others, have 
done not only a very generous thing, but also a very wise one in 
the direction which they have given their benefactions. Therefore,

The Secretary was instructed to wire expressions of sym- 
pathy to Rev. P. T. Durham, who is detained by sickness in 
Bessemer City. 

E. L. Bain read the report of the Commission on Finance, 
which, after discussion, was adopted. 

The resolution presented by Dorman Thompson on yester- 
day in regard to Conference Entertainment was taken up, 
discussed, amended and then adopted by a vote of 114 for, to 
27 against. The resolution as finally adopted follows : 



The Committee appointed at our last annual session to consider 
the question of self entertainment for the Conference, recommend: 

1. That this Conference adopt what is generally known as the 
Harvard plan of entertainment, it being expected that lodging and 
breakfast only be furnished to delegates by the church ^r city en- 
tertaining the Conference.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 

From the reports of our schools we show the following facts as 
being worthy of special mention. We rejoice at the great success 
already achieved by Emory University at Atlanta, Ga., and most 
heartily etc inmend this school to the favourable consideration of 
our young ministers and would urge them to avail themselves of 
its advantages. We are gratified to note the growth and increased 
usefulness of our Correspondence School and would urge all ictf our 
under graduates in the conference course of study as far as prac- 
ticable to avail themselves of its services in their preparation for 
the work of the ministry. 

We note with pleasure that a splendid new dormitory has been 
erected at Greensboro College for Women, and that a substantial 
increase has been added to the endowment fund. 

Notwithstanding the large number of young men who have been 
called into the army. Trinity College has enrolled this year a

We are also gratified to note that the building of Weaver Hall 
at Rutherford College is progressing satisfactorily, and we would 
especially commend this splendid memorial as being worthy tof the 
cordial support of our people and trust that they will remember it 
by making contributions to its completion and equipment. 

The reports from Davenpoirt College, Weaver College, and Jeffer- 
son School and Brevard Institute show that these institutions are 
in good condition and are rendering „ fine service to the church 
and state. From the reports of all icif our schools we are gratified 
to note that notwithstanding the demoralized condition of the coun- 
try and the large number of young mien who have been called into 
the service wf their country that nearly all of our schools have a 
larger number of students than in former years and that the per- 
sonnel of the student body is exceptionally good. 

The summer school fo*r und. rgraduates held at Trinity College 
last June was a very fine success and we trust that the coming 
session will be a much greater success. We would especially urge 
all lof our undergraduates, as far as practicable, to attend this school 
and would also respectfully request as many of our ministers as 
possible to avail themselves of hearing the fine inspirational ad- 
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dresses which will be given by eminent church specialists at said 
school. 

We recommend for the coming year an assessment for the school 
work of ohr Conference Of $17,000.00 and $2,000.00 for the sustenta- 
tion fund. The amounts raised on assessments for o*ur conference 
schools shall be appropriated as follows: To support the Chair of 

Biblical Literature at Trinity College, $2,500.00; $600.00 to Jefferson 
School. Of the sum remaining there shall be paid on a pro rata basis 
as follows: Greensboro College for Women, $3,125.00. Davenport 

Ctfllege, $3,125.00; Rutherford College, $3,125.00; Weaver College, 
$3,125; Jefferson School, $1,200.00. 

We request the General Board to appropiate at least $5,000.00 to 
the schicols within our Conference, and that the same be equally 
divided between Rutherford College and Weaver College, and such 
o'ther sum as they may deem wise.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 

The dominant note ringing through the Missionary Movement at 
this time is the note of victory, not victory fully attained, but in 
process of attainment. The debt which for so long troubled and 
hampered the General Board has been paid in full. The income of 
the General Board for the year 1917 was $1,523,531. This was an 
increase of $256,172 over 1916. This progress already made is but 
an intimation Of the forward march to be made in the immediate 
future; for the church is face t> face with her greatest challenge 
and her greatest test. 

The M|ssionaby Centenary 

In the providence of God oUr Missionary Centenary comes in the 
midst of this crucial hour in the world's history. It calls on American 
Methodism to take stock of the past and face the task for the new 
Centenary. The General Conference has by unanimous vote authoriz- 
ed and provided for a worthy celebration Of this great event, and 
set for the church the most gigantic task ever yet conceived. At 
last the church is called upon to undertake a task worthy of her 
ability and one that challenge® her courage and demands her full 
strength. Your Board most heartily endorses the Centenary Move- 
ment and urges that all presiding elders, ipastors and laity fall in 
line on the Centenary program. 

Program 

We must at once put on the Centenary program in every church. 
This consists in: 

. Centenary Committee in every Church. 
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3. Centenary prayer meeting one Wednesday night in every month. 

4. Observance loif the Christian Stewardship Program. 

(a) Life: Time and splecial services. 

(b) Property: One-tentjh as a minimum. 

5. Observance of the ten days drive. 

6. Apportionments of Centenary askings raised in full. 

7. Centenary Speaker’s Program carried out in full. 

8. Sunday Schools’ Observance of the Centenary Program as out- 
lined by the Sunday S shotal Board. 

9. Increased Circulation of Church papers. 

(a) Missionary Voice. 

(b) The North Carolina Christian Advocate. 

(c) Christian Advocate (Nashville). 

Organization 

The Centenary organization is Very important. The District 
Committee is composed of the presiding elder, district layleader, 
district secretary woman’s missionary society, one pastor and three 
laymen. The three ex officio memibers are to appoint the other 
members of this committee in consultation with the chairman of the 
Conference Centenary Committee during the session Of the Annual 
Conference, unless the Committee has been constituted before the 
Conference meets. j 

The Charge Committee, tp be formed by the enlargement of the 
regular Missionary Committee to such a size as may be necessary 
to meet the needs of the church; to be done in the same way that the 
Missionary Committee is formed, as provided for by the Discipline. 

Chapel Hill 

Your Board recommends the continuation of the appropriation of 
$600 for the support of the pastor at Chapel Hill. 

Summer School 

The Summer School projected by our Conference in conjunction 
with the North Carolina Conference proved to be a decided success. 
We recommend the continuation of this work. 

The following are nominated as members of the Board of Missions 
of the Summer School: C. H. Ireland, for 1 year; W. H. Willis, 

for 2 years;, and J. W. Moore, for 3 years. 

Specials 




Under the new law no special emphasis can be given to any 
single assessment. They must all share alike without reference 
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either to their importance Or to the interest and desires of the 
contributors. This leaves open only one way to* generate or main- 
tain special missionary interest and liberality and that is by means 
of missionary specials. By this means alone can we aippeal to the 
larger interest and liberality of icur people or provide foT the 
expression of such interest. More than ever, therefore, is it neces- 
sary that we emphasize the missionary special. The opportunity 
for specials will be greater than ever. The people are ready for 
them. Nothing is easier or more acceptable to our people. Under 
the new arrangement there is no way by which a special can 
count on the assessment. It must in every case be apart from and 
above the budget offerings. This relieves the subject of confusion and 
makes every special what its name implies — a direct and specific 
offering to missions in the only way such an offering can be made 
under the new law. 

Mid-Year Meeting 

Your Board recommends the holding of a mid-year meeting as 
early in the year, as possible. This to be followed by district or 
group centenary meetings, at least one in each district, and when 
advisable two or more. 

Evangelism 

The pastors’ reports show that 4,119 members have joined the 
church this year on profession of faith in the Western North Caro- 
lina Conference. Quite a number of truly great revivals have been 
reported. Many revivals have been conducted by the pastors them- 
selves with happy results. Methodist preachers must not lose the 
evangelistic fervor, nor cease to cultivate the evangelistic gift. If 
they do the best of Methodism is in the past. 

All through the year we should be looking for definite results from 
the gospel message. And we must be untiring in our efforts to 
produce personal workers in our congregations. Give as many peo- 
ple as possible definite tasks to perform. All the wicrk they do 
for the church, of whatever nature, will serve as a preparation for 
personal work. 

We nominate W. F. Womble, T. F. Marr, J. W. Moore, T. C. 
Jordan and J. Dale Stentz as evangelistic committee. 

We recommend G. W. Fink and J. H. Green as Conference 
evangelists. . . 

We nominate Chas. H. Ireland Conference Lay Leader. 

Due to the organization of the Centenary Movement it becomes 
necessary to place a man in the office of Missionary Secretary 
for his whole time. Therefore, R. M. Courtney is nominated for 
this position.

REPORT NO. 1 OF COMMISSION ON FINANCE 

Your commission organized by the election of E. L. Bain president 
and W. L. Sherrill secretary. Following your instruction to elect 
a Conference treasurer, the commission elected Cbas. W. Brown, of 
Asheville, treasurer, to be bonded in the sum of $20,000. 

After surveying the entire Conference field, receiving the estimates 
made for their work for 1919 by the various Conference Boards, 
adding thfe co'nnectional assessment of $75,310, the commission rec- 
ommends that the assessment on the Conference for all benevo- 
lences, Conference and connectional, for 1919, be $155,310, and that 
this sum be distributed to the districts according to the plan set 
forth in Paragraph 424 of Discipline, using the statistical reports Of 
1917 as the basis.. 

Of the total sum of $155,310 asked, $80,000 is to be used for Con- 
ference purposes, as follows: Conference claimants, $20,000; Confer- 
ence missions, $26,000; Conference expense, $3,000; Conference Sun- 
day school interests, $3,800; Epworth League, $500; Conference edu- 
cation, $19,000; Church Extension special, $2,000; Conference enter- 
tainment, $3,200; and salary and expense of agent of Conference su- 
perannuate endowment special, $>2,500. 

•We recommend that the Children’s Home Support Fund, 10 per 
cent, assessment o*n the basis of the pastors’ salaries, shall be raised 
as hitherto and paid direct to the Home, and not through the Con- 
ference Treasurer, as all other items carried in this report are to 
be reported.

EPWORTH LEAGUE REPORT 

Swept along by the march o*f mighty events, the church today stands 
face to face with the most appalling responsibility that ever confront- 
ed her. She has successfully withstood the shock of the world’ greatest 
cataclysm, but is she prepared to discern clearly the lessons of this 
thing, and to so build herself into the new order as that she shall 
assume a place of dominant influence in all future world develop- 
ments? This momentous question she will answer largely by the 
manner in which shie deals with her boys and girls, her young men 
and young wiomen. It is not only a question of bringing the young 
to a great decision for Christ, important as this is, but it is also 
a matter of persuading them to commit themselves to a great 
program and to be willing to work at this, tot the neglect, if need be, 
of every other interest in life. 

Surely no institution of the church has a more elaborate program 
for Christian service than the Epworth League, and in the language 
cf our general secretary, “Failure on the part of the sheperds of 
Christ’s flock to provide for the young people just what the Epworth 
League gives has resulted in fearful losses to the church.” 

. Again the bishops, referring to the Epworth League as a means 
off holding the young Christians, in a quadrennial message to the 
general conference made this unqualified statement: “There has 
not been devised before in our church anything, which fills the 
place meant to be filled by the Epworth League.” This testimony 
of our chief pastors, it would seem, settles for all time the question 
as to whether the Epworth League has a distinctive place in our 
church. 

We rejoice that the last general conference gave the Epworth 
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League such large and careful attention. By fixing Anniversary 
Day as the second Sunday in May, thus making the Epworth League 
a permanent feature in our church calendar, by providing by law 
for the support of the Etpiworth League conference, and by giving 
us a new finanacial system, they guarantee to' it a better support 
than it has ever had. 

The Big Drive membership campaign resulted in the organization 
of more than five hundred new chapters. A number of these have 
been organized in our own conference and in many instances we 
find the pastors and the young themselves inquiring into thie claim 
of the League. 

iln the fact that the Epworth League last year reached the high st 
point in its history in missionary contributions, approximating 
$44,000, and for the quadrennium, nearly half a million dollars; 
and in the further fact that for the entire period of the war it 
undertook a comprehensive [program of war work, which will con- 
tinue till all o'f our forces shall have been demobilized, the League 
has shown how it can arise to emergencies. 

The Epworth Era continues to keep in the forefront with the 
best young people’s periodicals in America. We commend it to 
every pastor, leaguer, and forward seeing young man and woman in 
our conference, and we recommend that every pastor make an effort 
to secure a club of subscribers, whether he has a League chapter or 
not. 

We further recommend that the pastors make an effort to organize 
chapters in every charge where it is possible and thus help in putting 
the League in the same (position of comlmanding influence in this 
conference that it has attained in many other parts of our connection. 

We recommend that Epworth League institutes be held in every 
district, and those be held in connection with the Sunday school 
institutes wherever practicable. 

We recommend that the Epworth League assume its share Of 
responsibility for the success of the Centenary Movement and, above 
all, its responsibility for finding its share of the men and women 
for this enlarged enterprise.

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bell, at the head of our Sunday schicol literature; Dr. F. S. Parker, 
of the Epworth Era; Dr. F. M. Thomas, of the Review; Rev. H. M. 
Blair, of the North Carolina Christian Advocate, and others. 

The ministry of these men and the messages sent out from time 
to time through these various periodicals are a most powerful aid 
to us in our ministry to the people. Blessed by their brave and 
brilliant efforts, we would beg and beseech our people to patronize 
Our periodicals loyally and liberally. 

We thank Dr. ilvey and Brother Blair for placing before us reports 
of the financial status of their respective papers. 

The splendid report of the Board of Publication of the Western 
North Carolina Conference is herewith appended and we recommend 
its adoption.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 



The annual meeting of the Board o'f Publication was held at the 
Advocate office, in Greensboro, on Saturday, November 2, 1918, all 
the members of. the board being present. The report of Rev. H. M. 
Blair, our agent and treasurer, included a complete inventory, an 
itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements for the year, 
and a financial statement showing the resources and liabilities as 
appeared November 1, 1918. 

The board is greatly pleased to find the past year perhaps the 
most satisfactory in almost every particular in its history. More 
than 2,500 new subscribers have been added to the list, while com- 
paratively few have been lost from the old list. Co-operation on the 
part of presiding elders, pastors and lay leaders has been almost 
complete. The result is that on a conference pledge of 2,000 we have 
received a little more than 2,500. Six districts, namely, the Char- 
lotte, Mount Airy, Statesville, Salisbury, Shelby and Waynesville, 
have secured more than their allotmjent, the Shelby district deserv- 
ing special mention for having more than doubled her apportion- 
ment. We thus start into the new year with the largest circulation 
in the history of the paper. It is gratifying to note the increased 
interest throughout our conference in the circulation of our Advo- 
cate, and we believe our people are reading and profiting by the 
circulation of religious literature more than ever before. 

The financial statement, showing the condition of business Novem- 
ber 1, 1918, is as follows:

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The only regettable feature indicated in the report of the agent 
and treasurer is the greatly increased expense of operation. The 
only wise course in view of this is to ask our peaple to pay $2.00 
for the Advocate next year. We have taken this step reluctantly, but 
hope it may not be necessary to make this increase permanent. 
The main difficulty is in the increase in the cost of paper and in the 
wage scale; however, there is scarcely a single item of expense that 
has not increased during the past year. The board believes that 
we can trust the intelligent and loyal support of tour people in mak- 
ing this request. 

Recommendations 

• 

1. In view of the importance of the use of our Advocate as a 
great educational force, and as such finding a way for it to go into 
every Methodist home in our conference, we recommend that in 
the centenary program now about to be inaugurated o*ur confer- 
ence include as one item for local institutions $50,000 as a permanent 
endowment for the North Carolina Christian Advocate. This, we 
believe, would be wise as the beginning of an endowment of your 
Board of Publication, which would make its work permanent and 
abiding. We feel that success already achieved in the establish- 
ment of our splendid plant in Greensboro justifies us in urging this 
recommendation. 

2. We recommend that the conference agree to a special Advocate 
campaign early iin the year, beginning not later than January 15, 
with 2,500 new subscribers as the goal, to be divided among the 
districts as heretofore, the campaign to be so conducted as to secure 
a thorough convass of each congregation. 

The board has instructed the manager to comply with the sug- 
gestions of the War Board and require cash in advance on all 
subscriptions, and to remove from the list useless exchanges and 
other free copies. 

Our job department should command the patronage of people 
throughout the conference. This department has been a vital factor 
in the solution of our financial problems, and we again urge our 
people to remember that in patornizing this they are helping to 
make our paper. 

It is a great pleasure to your board to be able to appropiate $500 
out of the earnings for the benefit of our superannuted preachers. 

Nominations 

The board nominates D. B. Coltrane to fill the vacancy caused by 
the expiration of his term. They also nominate Rev. S. B. Turrentine 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Rev. J. R. Scroggs. 
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We nominate Rev. HG. M. Blair as editor of the North Carolina 
Christian Advocate for the ensuing year, and recommend that 
the conference confirm the same, and that the bishop be requested 
to appoint him to this work; also that Rev. W. L. Sherrill be appoint- 
ed as his assistant. 

Rev. H. M. Blair has been re elected agent and treasurer of the 
board, also general manager of the business. t

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF CHILDREN’S HOME 

The Children’s Home is able to report a good year. With all other 
things, its progress has been, to an extent, slowed down by existing 
general conditions. But withal, every thing absolutely needful has 
been provided and things have gone well with it. 

The health of the children has been good. There has been during 
the year only one serious illness and, in this case the child made a 
good recovery. The epidemic which has just scourged the state has, 
up to date, passed by. 

The school work is improving as the years go by and we con- 
fidently expect in the coming years to rank with the best in the 
educational and industrial training which the Home offers to its 
inmates. 

The home has raised on the farm a large part of its supplies, 
having made 528 bushels of wheat, 2,000 bushels of corn, 400 bushels 
of oats, more than 350 bushels of sweet potatoes, more than 200 
bushels of Irish potatoes and made meat enough for its use during 
the past yean If our people will support the Home with the 
liberality of the past two years, we will, with the return of normal 
prices, make rapid progress in the physical development and en- 
largement of the institution. 

The Thanksgiving Offering 

The influenza, with the consequent postponement of the ses- 
sion of the Conference, has interfered somewhat with our plans to 
secure from our peoiple “A day’s wages for the enlargement of The 
Children’s Home.” We desired to use whatever should be re- 
ceived from this source for the enlargement and permanent bene- 
fit of the Home. We hope that the preachers will call attention of 
olir people to this, between now and the new year and urge them 
to make a contribution either to the building fund or to the en- 
dowment fund. 
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The Endowment Fund 

The children of the Home, toy various lines of work, accumulated 
$800 which they decided to invest in Liberty Bonds and to contrib- 
ute these bonds to the Home as the beginning of an endowment 
fund. To these bcmds have been added in cash and securities more 
or less small amounts until the sum of approximately $7,000 has 
been reached. And we are today able to announce a contribution 
of $20,000 at the hands of Mr. B. D. Heath, of Charlotte. Thus we 
have, during the year just closing, accumulated a productive fund of 
$27,000. This fund is being administered toy the Wachovia Bank 
and Trust Company, of Winston Salem, who* are financially respon- 
sible for its wise and safe administration. 

The thanks of the Conference are due and are freely extended, 
we are sure, to each one who has in any way contributed to this 
handsome fund. It is the purpose of the Home to receive addi- 
tional amounts with the hope that the fund will soon reach $100,000. 

Plan of Support 

The Trustees of the Home desire that the (present plan of support 
be continued if it is not out of harmony with the financial legisla- 
tion enacted by the last General Conference. The Home locks 
to the day when it will be supported by the voluntary offerings of 
our people. To this end, the Trustees once more urge that the 
fifth Sunday collections be taken in all our Sunday schools and 
that the amounts so received be credited to the contributing schools 
and that our children shall not be discouraged in their giving by 
merging the amount they give in the Sunday sdiool with the con- 
tribution o'f the church. 

With this brief report we close, joining with the Superintendent 
in his thanks to the faithful friends whose labors and gifts make 
possible the continuance of the work of The Home.

BIBLE CAUSE 

Your committee o*n Bible Cause finds from reports of the American 
Bible Society a number of things that our people should know con- 
cerning the work and needs of the Society. 

First, During one hundred and two years it has published and 
distributed 128,110,923 copies of the Word of Life. 

During 1917 at home 3,487,367 and abroad 2,174,087 copies of the 
Bible. 
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Aemy and Navy Wobk 

(1) During the ipast four years, co-operating with British and 
Scotch Bible Societies, has distributed fifteen million Scriptures in 
eighty-one languages, to the soldiers of the allied armies. (2) From 
April, 1917, to October 5th, 1918, it has issued for our Army and 
Navy, 3,487,367 volumes. This does not include any of the second 
million Testaments being issued by the Society and Y. M. O. A. 
jointly. 

Second, Some of the needs of the Society are seen from the 
following statements: 

(1) Cost to the Society of the Army and Navy Scriptures up to 
September 1st, 1918, is $253,129.00. Receipts for Army and Navv, 
$195,385.00, making a deficit of $57,744.00. Needed at Once to cover 
donations to Army and Navy, $17,200.00. Total deficit, $74,944.00. 

The above amount does not cover the money needed for the 
regular work. Even if the work is to be continued on the present 
basis, $800,000.00, at least, is needed. 

The Society is doing a great service in our mission fields. Its 
agents and colporteurs are pioneers of missions at home and abroad. 
It furnishes and has long furnished the missionary with his chief 
implement of work — the Bible. 

Some Needs of the Fields 

The home agencies found 35,882 families without a Bible in 1917, 
and perhaps not nearly all the destitute families were found. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of our own land still need the gospel, and mil- 
lions abroad do not know there is a Bible that tells us of God and 
His love for lost man. 

We have raised for the Society this year for regular work the 
sum of $1,903.00. 

We recommend that the Treasurer be requested to send the col- 
lection for Bible Cause direct to Dr. M. B. POrter, Secretary of the 
South Atlantic Agency, Richmond, Virginia, and that he be author- 
ized to use half of the money thus raised for Soldier and Sailor 
New Testament Fund. 

Let all money collected for Bible Cause be sent tcf Treasurer of 
the Board of Finance.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

In the beginning of all things the Creator reserved to himself 
one day in seven to be used for his own good purposes, and com-

force, and is just as binding as any that God gave to Mokes on the 
mount. But there is a great tendancy on the part of many people 
to disregard this command. We can siee them on the Sabbath morn- 
ing going to their daily tasks, seeking only that which gratifies the 
flesh. Therefore, be it resolved: 

First, That we, as ministers and laymen, disapprove all wiork or 
pleasure that does not tend to the glory of Gtod on this day. 

Second, That we co-operate with all organizations and govern- 
ments in the stopping of all forms of Sabbath desecration. 

Third, That we use our influence in every way possible for the 
closing of all drug stores, except in cases of necessity; of all fruit 
stands, cafes, automobile garages, gasoline stands, newspaper stands, 
the selling of newspapers by the news boys, cigar stands, railroad 
riding, except in cases of necessity, and in everything our best judg- 
ment leads us to believe is not in keeping with this command. 

Fourth, We would recommend that all the ministers of the Con- 
ference preach at least one sermlon in each church of their respec- 
tive charges during the year on Sabbath observance, if possible in 
the early spring. That every Sunday school within the bounds of 
the Conference have a Sabbath observance day in which the chil- 
dren may take a part, so as to impress upon the mind of the youth 
that this is our Lord’s day and should be kept holy. And that Ep- 
worth Leagues and missionary societies arrang programs for meet- 
ings to promote Sabbath observance sentiment. 

We would commend the stand taken by some of the editors of the 
secular press in bringing this great question before the public. We 
hope they may continue to give space for a discussion of this ques- 
tion, as we believe unlimited good can be done in this way.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 

The present status of the prohibition cause should inspire our 
hope and awaken our continued endeavor to conserve the results 
already achieved and to strive for the goal of actual national pro- 
hibition. 

On Wednesday, November 20, the world-wide prohibition confer- 
ence in Columbus, Ohio, predicted the early coming of national 
prohibition, and resolved that upon the return of normal peace con- 
ditions all various temperance organizations of the world should 
work together for world-wide prohibition of the liquor traffic.

On Thursday, November 21, President Wilson promptly signed 
the war-time prohibition bill, which forbids from June 29, 1919, ttf 
the end of the war and demobilization the manufacture (except 
for export) and the sale of all malt and vinous beverages. The 
present food control law against the manufacture of distilled spirits 
will expire with the world peace treaty, but already fourteen states 
have voted for the national prohibition amendment submitted by 
Congress a few months ago. Four other states have voted dry 
and elected ratification legislatures, and three wet states have elect- 
ed legislatures expected to ratify the amendment. To these add 
the nineteen states that were dry when the amendment was sub- 
mitted and we have forty states we may count on for ratification, 
or four more than necessary. 

Our national capital has been dry for more than a year. The dry 
zone around our military camps has been extended from five miles 
to ten, and it is unlawful to sell liquors to men in uniform. Our 
mails may not carry liquor or liquor advertisements into the 80 per 
cent, of our national territory now dry. The unmistakable willing- 
ness of the American people to involve their government in the 
annual loss of $1,000,000,000 of revenue from the liquor traffic by 
the attempted anti-liquor legsilation now in mind “speaks proud” 
for their high civic moral sense and strongly assures us that the 
liquor business is doomed. 

But the inspiring progress of the temperance cause and the mar- 
velous success achieved should not blind us to conditions requiring 
our continued efforts to create a public sentiment demanding the 
faithful enforcement of prohibitory laws by the just prosecution 
and strict punishment of offenders against the same. A vigilant 
citizenship must hold to strict account those appointed to execute 
the laws the majority has enacted. 

We regret the evidently increasing use of tobacco, which in any 
form is unnecessary, in every form is harmful and in some forms, 
as in cigarette smoking by boys, is always dangerous and some- 
times fatal in its effects upon the body and mind and moral na- 
ture. We deprecate the supposed necessity of supplying our sol- 
diers with cigarettes, and we venture to wish that the 1,150,000 
acres of land which produced 981,000,000 pounds of tobacco last 
year had, instead, produced 25,000,000 bushels of grain to help feed 
the millions of starving people on earth, many thousands of whose 
little children, in awful hunger, cry themselves to sleep every night. 
Your committee recommends: 

1. That this conference memorialize the approaching session of 
the General Assembly of North Carolina to ratify the national pro- 
hibition amendment. 
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2. That we re-elect Rev. H. M. Blair and Dr. T. A. Haithcock 
as members of the Board of Trustees of the North Carolina Anti- 
Saloon League for another year. 

We also heartily indorse the program of legislation proposed by 
the state Anti-Saloon League. 

We would commend the Anti-Saloon League and its efficient su- 
perintendent, Rev. R. L. Davis, to the sympathy and co-operation of 
our people. 

We would encourage the teaching and study of temperance in all 
its phases in our homes and Sunday schools, and the practice of 
temperance in all things by all our people.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF 
THE CHURCH 

We have a great deal to be thankful for. The Lord of Hosts has 
been with us during the year, blessing and guiding His children and 
saving souls through their agency. Many feet have been guided 
into the paths of life and many burdens have been lifted from weary 
souls. Tears have been dried and griefs assuaged; and hope and 
joy have come into many a despairing heart. The God of Israel has 
heard the prayers of a nation on its knees and has given victory to 
the forces that represent righteousness and justice over the forces 
that stood for lust and greed. He has brought to naught the coun- 
sel of the wicked and broken the teeth of the ungodly, while He 
has established in the earth those who put their trust in Him. Prac- 
tical Christianity and brotherly love have been given a larger place 
in the hearts and in the thoughts of men; and the spirit of antagon- 
ism and selfishness and hate has been largely banished. 

The faith of our people has beien strengthened and enlarged, their 
vision broadened, and their determination to save a lo&t world more 
firmly fixed. Evidence of this is seen in the fact that cur church has 
risen to that height of faith and determination to ask for and to give 
money for the salvation o*f the world in figures hitherto unthought of 
amiong us. 

In all these things we rejoice, and we give thanks unto the great 
Head of the church. But our ideals have not yet been attained. That 
goal for which we strive is still ahead of us. We deplore the fact, 
therefore, that there is still much indifference and even ungodliness 
among the members of the church. Family religion is entirely too 
much neglected. Scriptural ideals are not held up before their 
children by the parents as they should be. Sunday school teachers 
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are, oftentimes* not thoroughly spiritual. They know only about 
God. They do not know Him. In many cases also Sunday school 
teachers appear before their classes without a proper study of the 
lesson themselves and also without a sincere effort to know their 
pupils. ‘ Thus they fail utterly to make any practical or spiritual 
application of the lesson. Because of these shortcomings just men- 
tioned, we urge, therefore, 

1. That we as pastors more zealously contend for holiness of 
heart and practice on the part of all our people. That w faithfully 
hold up before them the beautiful life of the Man of Gallilee till the 
high purpose of that great life becomes their ideal. 

2. That we more strongly endeavor to drive home to the hearts of 
the parents in cur congregations the terrible fact that family religion 
cannot be neglected without jeopardizing the souls of their house- 
holds; and that the fires can never burn brighter on the church 
altar than they burn on the family altar. 

3. That we use every means at our comimand to put before our 
Sunday school classes teachers who are properly prepared to do 
the important work entrusted to them. That every child may have, 
both at home and in the church, those opportunities that the lov- 
ing Heavenly Father intended they should have. 

4. That we request those charged with the publication of the 
blanks for the statistical reports to prepare space for a report of 
the number of family altars in each charge.

REPORT OF HOSPITAL COMMITTEE 

Yohr Hospital Committee during the year 1916-1917 did a great 
deal of work necessary toward projecting our enterprise, such 
as awakening interest in the various cities of the Conference, se- 
curing tentative bids from cities for the location of the hospital, 
and collecting a large amount of information regarding the estab- 
lishment of such institutions. When our Conference met last year 
we felt that we had made such progress that we might be able to 
report by this time the selection of a location and building begun, 
but hindering causes arose, chiefly the absorption of our pecip-le in 
war work and philanthropies, which made impossible any resultful 
prosecution of the object to which we are committed. 

Our conception of the need for a Methodist hospital in cur bounds 
is clearer, our faith in the achievement of our pursuit stronger, and 
our eagerness to prosecute the matter more ardent than ever before. 
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We trust that the Conference shares our sentiments, and that it 
will continue the hospital committee with all the powers granted 
at its session held in Asheville in 1917, the comjmittee to be composed 
of the following persons: C. M. Pickens, C. H. Ireland, J. W. Long, 
A. M. Whisnant, W. A. Lambeth, R. G. Tuttle, E. L. Rain, A. R. 
Lazenby, R. M. Courtney, and we ask the privilege of adding two 
other persons to our committee.

The Committee on the Superannuate Endowment Fund submits 
its report as follows: 

1. That in pursuance of the authority given at the last Annual 
Conference, at Asheville, the Committee has committed to Rev. J. 
P. Rodgers the special task of presenting the plans as outlined in 
the last report, for a permanent endowment for the superannuates 
and Conference claimants of the Conference. 

2. The result of this canvass by Brother Rodgers, including some 
pledges previously made, is a subscription list of $85,268.00, of 
which sum $10,538.00 is in cash and other subscriptions; $2,680.00 in 
U. S. War Savings Stamps; $550.00 in U. S. Liberty Bonds, and 
$71,500.00 in stock in Building and Loan Associations. 

3. That on account of war and the influenza conditions, a con- 
siderable portion cf the territory has been uncanvassed. 

4. That the result of the canvass has been highly successful and 
the Committee desires to commend Brother Rodgers for his earnest 
and untiring efforts in the cause, and to recommend to th Con- 
ference the re-appointment cf Brother Rodgers to this responsible 
position for another year. 

5. The Committee feels that the gratifying results of the can- 
vass for this year justifies and entitles it to ask the Conference to 
provide for the salary and expenses of the agent on a mere certain 
business basis than for the last year, and, to that end, the Com- 
mittee urges that the Conference provide for raising $2500.00 to 
meet the salary and traveling expense of the agent. 

6. That in the opinion of the Committee the establishment of 

this position on a certain and business basis is important, and neces- 
sary: (1) To continue the canvass for the increase of this fund; 
(2) to superintend the collection of the dues on the Building and 
Loan stock until its maturity.

The statistics show that there are 859 church buildings, valued at 
$3,183,770.00, a decrease of two churches and an increase in valu- 
ation of $168,124.00. 

The number of parsonages is 214. The value of parsonages is 
$591,501.00, an increase o*f $49,114.00. 

On this property we are insured to the amount of $1,070,425.00, an 
increase over last year of $94,007.00. 

The indebtedness on churches is $163,336.00; on parsonages, $26,- 
371.00 Total indebtedness on churches and parsonages, $189,707.00. 

While our people have shown increased interest in making Our 
church property safe, yet the larger part of our property is unin- 
sured. 

We, therefore, recommend our own Methodist Mutual Insurance 
Ocmipany, of Statesville, N. C., and urge upon Our people the great 
importance of insuring our church and parsonage property. 

We further recommend that our people secure from the General 
Board of Church Extension, infoTmation about plans for use when 
new churches are to be built, and also when improvements are con- 
templated, so we may meet the ever growing demands for better 
equipment which is needed for the most effective work in our Sunday 
schools. 

We also urge our pastors and laymen to pay more attention to 
our houses of worship and to our parsonages and to keeip them in 
good condition by using paint on the buildings and by beautifying 
the grounds. We call attention also to' the need of care in locating 
new churches and parsonages. 

Since the people in France have called our attention to caring 
for the graves of our dead heroes there, who have died in battle, 
fighting for our country, we herein call upon our people to beautify 
our cemeteries here where we own them, and where our heroes and 
heroines of the cross have their resting places, by sowing seeds of 
grass to make a sod under which we may await the judgment day.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE METHODIST 
SUMMER SCHOOL AT TRINITY COLLEGE 



We, the Board of Managers of the Methodist Summer School, an 
institution authorized at the last sessions of the Western North 
Carolina and the North Carolina Conferences, submit the follow- 
ing report: . 

Soon after Conference, December 18, 1917, the Board of Managers 
met at Durham, organized the school and arranged for holding the 
first session at Trinity College, June 5-14, 1918. 

The success of the first term is evidenced by the following facts: 
Graduate enrollment, 105; undergraduate enrollment, 62; total, 167. 
Undergraduates from W. N. C. Conference, 32; Undergraduates from 
N. C. Conference, 30; number taking and passing course of study in 
whole or in part, 34. 

Competent instructors gave courses in all undergraduate studies 
of the Conference course. To graduates, Dr. F. N. Parker gave a 
course of nine lectures. A series of inspirational addresses were 
given by Drs. Worth M. Tippey, of New York; E. K. Caldwell, of 
Richmond; George R. Stuart, o*f Birmingham, and E. B. Chappell, of 
Nashville. 

The report of the Treasurer indicates the use made of the money 
appropriated by the Conference for the benefit of the school. 

We recommend that the Methodist Summer School be continued 
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and that the two Conferences appropriate sufficient money from year 
to year to meet the demands of the school. 

We also recommend that .provision be made for the permanent 
organization of the school by electing a Board of Managers, consist- 
ing of six members from each Conference, upon the nomination of 
the Board of Missions and the Board of Education, the term, of two 
members from each Conference to expire with each session of the 
Conference.

MEMOIRS 



CHARLES WESLEY BYRD, D. D. 

| With such abundant material at hand it is difficult to compass 
within limited space the many noble traits which enriched the 
character of the late Rev. Charles Wesley Byrd, D. D., who for set 
many years labored with us. 

He was born March 23rd, 1858, in Harnett county, N. C., son of J. A. 
and Caroline Byrd. In youth he joined the Methodist church. He was 
educated at Jonesboro High School, the University of North Caro- 
lina and Vanderbilt University. Then in December, 1882, at Raleigh, 
he was admitted on trial into the North Carolina Conference and 
served the following charges: 1883, Scotland Neck; 1884-86, More- 

head City; 1887-89, First Church, Salisbury; 1890, Hay Street, Fay- 
etteville; 1891-92, Central Church, Asheville; 1893, Presiding Elder 
Shelby District; 1894-96, Presiding Elder Asheville District; 1897- 
99, Central Church, Asheville; 1900, Settle Memorial, Owensboro, 
Ky; 1901-04, First Church, Atlanta, Ga.; 1905-06, St. Johns, Augusta, 
Ga.; 1907-10, West End, Nashville, Tenn.; 1911-12, Central Church, 
Asheville; 1913-16, West Market Street, Greensboro; 1917-18, Central 
Church, Asheville. 

During this long period he was presiding elder for four years 
and station preacher for thirty-two years. His field of activity 
was scattered over five Annual Conferences, viz.: the North Caro- 
lina, Western North Carolina, Kentucky, North Georgia and Ten- 
nessee, in which he served in succession, many leading churches 
of the connection, distinguishing himself uniformly as a conscientious 
pastor, an able minister of the Word, and a wise and zealous leader 
of the hosts of Israel. 

During his pastorate in Salisbury, he was married to Miss Hattie 
Boibbitt, daughter o fthe late Rev. Dr. William H. Bobbitt, of blessed 
memory, and he found in her a stay and support during the remain- 
ing years of his pilgrimage. She still survives, with the only son, 
William Bobbitt Byrd, now in the service of his country, in the 
Aviation Corps in France. 

Dr. Byrd had just entered hopefully upon the second year of his 
fourth term as pastor of Central Church, Asheville seemingly in 
usual health, when the New Year (1918) began. He held the mid- 
week prayer service on Wednesday evening, January second, and 
then made a pastoral call before returning to the parsonage. Be- 
fore the morning dawned, however, he was mortally stricken, and 
in a few hours his pure spirit was released to wing its flight to 
the eternal home. His people were broken hearted, not only be- 
cause <4 a mighty man and a Prince in Israel” had fallen, but because 
the shepherd of the flock, one whom they loved as a leader and 
leaned upon as a friend, had been suddenly called away. 

He departed as he often wished he might, in the midst of active 
service, for he went literally from labor to reward. The mortal body 
was lovingly laid to; rest in the bosom of the great mountains, in 
Riverside, near to the people whom he loved and to whom he had 
ministered so long and faithfully. 



He possessed strong native intellect and took the full advantage of . 
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splendid school opportunities, so that when he came to the pastorate 
he was richly furnished in mind and heart for his holy task. 

The studious habits Of his youth were continued to the very 
end of his life, and his mental vigor increased with the years, so 
that his wide and varied knowledge stamped him, in his latter 
days, as a man of very broad culture. He was a brilliant man, 
without vanity, a scholar without pedantry, a churchman without 
bigotry, a saint without fanaticism, and so sincerely sym- 
pathetic that he held as “with hooks tof steel” the many 
friends of all classes and conditions, whom he attracted 
by his gentle and magnetic manner. His genuine warm hearted- 
ness, his cheerful good humor, his thorough familiarity with Bibli- 
cal and all polite literature, joined with his charming conversa- 
tional gifts, made him a most companionable man. 

He had a rich Christian experience. “His conversation was in 
heaven.” His words were verily seasoned with salt, and he steadily 
grew in grace and in knowledge and in capacity for usefulness to 
the very last day of his life. 

With all his tenderness and sympathy for others he also possessed 
a quality of courage wihch knew no fear and a strength of endur- 
ance which conquered opposition. 

He had deep and fixed convictions about everything woith while. 
He never preached to please the multitude and never fawned in the 
presence of power. He never flinched or faltered when duty called, 
and all men knew where toi find him when moral standards were 
assailed. 

He never sought position or looked with favor on an^ one who 
did, and all the honors which ever came toi him were but com- 
mands to take up tasks for which he was prepared. 

He loved his church and gave it his best service. He was a true 
disciple of Wesley, and an able defender of the doctrines o*f Armin- 
ianism, but withal he was so broad in his sympathies and so toler- 
ant of the faith of others, that men of all communions were his 
friends. 

He loved to preach and was a preacher whom the paop’e gladly 
heard, for he was not only a man o*f ripe scholarship, but his heart 
overflowed with love for God and man. Then, too, his rich vo- 
cabulary, his clear enunciation, his keen spiritual perception, his 
vivid imagination, his fervid eloquence and his logical presentation 
of the truth, all crowned with a deep yearning f.cir the lost, made 
him a very attractive and popular preacher, and the Lord wonder- 
fully blessed his labors, as evidenced by the record that in nearly 
every charge he served, the church was strengthen d by substantial 
additions on profession of faith. 

He not only loved to preach, but it was his joy to assist his 
brethren in meetings, and while generally burdened with the heavy 
duties of a city pastorate, he never seemed too busy to aid a preacher 
in revival work in a country church or struggling mission. Being 
warned a little while ago that he was working too hard and that he 
should conserve his strength for lengthened service, he replied 
that an invitation to preach was a call to duty, and however physi- 
foally unfit he might feel, he hesitated to refuse to obey what might 
be a command of the spirit. He did not do his work in perfunctory 
fashion; when he preached he stood forth as the prophet of God 
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with a full consciousness of the terrible responsibility, and when 
he visited a family, his aim was to leave a holy influence behind 
him, and it was his rule to pray with his people. Sometimes it 
was difficult to get the family together for prayer, and usually 
when such was the case, he would offer a brief parting -petition 
with the company standing. His pastoral visits were benedictions 
long to be remembered by many who were under his watchful 
care. 

His public prayers were scriptural in expression, transparent in 
simplicity, and uttered with snch earnestness of faith that worship- 
ers forgot the sordid things of the world and were lifted into a 
devout and serious frame. 

He loved his brethren and was by them beloved and recognized as 
one of the wise leaders of the Conference. They made him president 
of the Conference Historical Society and of the Sunday School 
Board, and he was honored as a delegate to the General Conference 
of 1894 and 1898, and at our last session at Asheville, was eletced 
to the General Conference of 1918. He was a trustee of Vander- 
bilt University and of several of our Conference institutions. 

He loved his country and longed to go to the front to minister 
to the soldiers, but on account of age and physical infirmity, it was 
not deemed expedient. 

He loved the struggling young preachers, and his kindly interest 
and tactful help was an inspiration and strength to many of them 
who needed and longed for the counsel and encouragement of older 
and wiser men. 

He was loved by the people in all the charges which he served, but 
he was best known and most loved by the people of Central Church, 
Asheville, to whom he had ministered in the gospel as pastor and 
presiding elder for twelve years, or one third of the full period of 
his ministerial life.

JOHN P. DAVIS 

For nearly twenty years John P. Davis was a Methodist itinerant, 
serving during those years ten different circuits and stations, under- 
going the varied experiences of a Methodist pastor, and through it 
all preserved the hopeful, bcuyant spirit of youth. He never grew 
old, one might almost say he never grew up, certain it is that he 
• never became long-faced or solemn-visaged. It was to this capacity 
for staying yo*ung that he was due a great part of his popularity 
as a pastor, for he was liked by practically everybody. And on 
those charges where he remained for so long as two years, his peo- 
ple learned to love him deeply and sincerely. He made no special 
effort to attract people, he used no special flattery as a means of 
exalting himself in the eyes of men, he stooped to no methods of 
oily smoothness or hypocritical pretense of affability to make him- 
self popular, but was simply and sincerely himself. And the peo- 
ple loved him. 
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He was the third child of James W. and Nancy Ross Davis, and 
was born at Palmerville, Stanly county, N. C., Oct. 8th, 1870, where 
he lived until he joined the Methodist itinerancy. He was con- 
verted about the year 1883, and joined the Methodist church at 
Palmerville, under the pastorate of Rev. T. J. Gattis. He attended 
the following schools: Yadkin Institute, under Prof. O. C. Hamil- 
ton; Yadkin Academy, under Prof. E. P. Eddins, both in Stanly 
county, and Bain Academy, under Prof. N. L. Spence, in Mecklen- 
burg county. It was at some, time during his school days that he 
first became conscious of his call to preach. He was licensed ter 
preach by the Salisbury District Conference in 1897, under the 
presiding eldership of Rev. J. R. Scroggs. He was admitted on 
trial into the Western North Carolina Conference at its session at 
Winston, in November, 1898. Was ordained deacon by Bishop L. 
C. Morrison at Greensboro, November 25th, 1900, and elder at Mon- 
roe by Bishop A. Coke Smith, November 23rd, 1902. 

The record of his service in the Conference is found in his work 
on the following named charges: 1899, Glenville circuit; 1900-01, 
Jackson Hill circuit; 1902, Liberty circuit; 1903, Epworth-Concord; 
1904-05, Salisbury circuit; 1906, South Reidsville; 1907-09, West Al- 
bemarle; 1910-12, Iredell circuit; 1913-16, Polkville circuit; 1917-18, 
Lincoln circuit. 

At the end of his first year' in the ministry, on November 30th, 
1899, he was happily married to Miss Lillie I. Reeves, of Palmer- 
ville. To bless their home there came six children, all of whom are 
living. There also survive him ten brothers and sisters. 

To Brother Davis the end came as a quiet evening to* a peaceful 
day. He had been ill for only a little more than two weeks. For 
the first ten days his condition seemed not at all serious, but on 
Friday he developed pneumonia, and o*n Monday his condition be- 
came critical, and on Tuesday night he dropped into a peaceful 
sleep, from which he awoke only at intervals, and so he gently 
passed into that land, where the Saviour says we shall have rest, 
and peace which flows like a river — a river deep and full. 

There have been those among us who* were more eloquent, per- 
haps, than Brother Davis, those who were more aggressive, those 
whom the world deemed greater men; but where bhall we find one 
more cheerful, more charitable in his judgments of other men, mere 
hopeful in his attitude toward life, and where shall we find • ne 
more loving and lovable than he? 

On Thursday, February 7th, we carried his body from the par- 
sonage at Lincolnton to old Asbury church, four miles out on the 
Charlotte road. This is the largest church on the circuit. A great 
concourse of people had gathered to do honor to his memory. The 
funeral was conducted by his presiding elder, John F. Kirk, as- 
sisted by Revs. W. F. Womble, J. F. Moser, C. R. Canipe, O. C. 
Fortenberry and N. C. Williams. The stewards the church acted 
as pall bearers and in the large audience present there were rep- 
resentatives of every church on the charge. Joan F. Kirk. 



EDWARD KING HARDIN, D. D 



Edward King Hardin was born in Abbeville, S. C., June 29, 1884 
He was the son of Edward King Hardin and Ida Clinkscales Hardin, 
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For a time his father was a teacher, being a graduate of Wofford Col- 
lege in the class of 1873. Later he took a medical course at the 
University of Maryland, He received his degree of M. D. in 1885 
and began the practice of medicine at Batesburg, which from that 
time became the home of the subject of this sketch. The father 
was a splendid citizen of the highest Christian character. The moth- 
er also received a college education, being a graduate of what was 
then known as Williamston Female College, now Lander College. 
From each he inherited strength and character. 

He received his early education in the schools of Batesburg, com- 
pleting the course in the High School in 1900. In the fall of 1900 
he entered Wofford College as a member of the freshman class and 
immediately flung himself enthusiastically into the manifold activ- 
ities of college life. Many college honors were bestowed upon him. 
He was successful in a contest for the Preston Society Essay Medal 
and won the Oratorical Association Medal of South Carolina, this 
being the highest college honor that the state offers. In June of the 
year 1904 he graduated from Wofford College. 

In September of the same year he was elected to the faculty of 
Carlisle Fitting School at Bamberg. He remained a member of that 
faculty for a year. During the summer of 1905 he was selected to 
supply the charge at Mount Pleasant, S. C. In the scholastic year 
of 1905-06 he was a member of the faculty of the Wofford College 
Fitting School in Spartanburg. During this same period he was 
pastor of the Clover circuit, York county. He devoted full time to 
the work of the Clover circuit from June, 1906, until September, 
1907. He was a pupil at Princeton University 1907-08. In the fol- 
lowing summer he supplied the pulpit erf the First Methodist 
• Cuhrch, Greenwood, S. C. 

In the fall of 1908 he was admitted on trial into the South Caro- 
lina Conference and given an appointment as Missionary Evangelist, 
in which woTk he was engaged until September of the year 1909. 
During the scholastic year 1909-10 he matriculated at Vander- 
bilt University, receiving the degree of M. A. from that insti- 
tution. During the following summer he supplied the pulpit of 
St. John’s Church in Orangeburg, S. C«, the regular pastor being ill. 
From September, 1910, until June, 1911, he was associate professor 
of Psychology and Bible at Wofford College. In addition to his 
work as teacher he served as pastor of St. John’s Church, Rock 
Hill, S. C., from December, 1910. At the close of his year’s labor 
at Wofford he devoted his entire time to the pastorate at Rock Hill, 
until 1913. 

In December, 1913, he was appointed pastor of Mount Vernon 
Place Church, Washington, D. C., where he remained for four years. 
It was there that he did a monumental work. It was during this 
pastorate that Wofford College conferred upon him the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. 

Last March he was transferred from the Baltimore to the 
Western North Carolina Conference and assigned to Central Church, 
Asheville, filling the vacancy caused by the death of the late Dr. 
C. W. Byrd. He died October 16, 1918, and was buried at Chester, 
S. C., October 18, 1918. During his short pastorate at Central 
Church, Asheville, he created a fine impression and at the time 
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of his death was rendering invaluable service to his church and to 
the city at large. 

In June, 1911, he was married to Miss Kate Glenn, of Chester, 
S. C., and is survived by his widow and four children. His 
mother survived him only four days, passing away not knowing 
that her honored son had fallen. 

In June, this year, he was invited to preach the annual sermon to 
the graduating class of Wofford College. A short while before this 
event took place he had a conversation with one of his brothers 
and he had made the remark that he did not care for the plaudits 
of the crowd in reference to the sermon to be delivered there, but 
that he did care to get deep down into the hearts and consciences of 
the college boys. That was the spirit Of the man. One great pre- 
dominant purpose controlled his life and that was that he might 
be an inspiration and help to some weak brother. In his preaching 
he sought to touch the conscience and move the will of his auditors. 
Some one !has said: “He is like Christ who like him holds all the 

world in his heart.” His love for the world was an overmastering 
passion. There was no littleness in his make up. He had charity 
toward all and malice toward none. He tried to serve the neediest 
person in the most helpful way. 

He rendered great service in the various phases of patriotic work 
i connection with war activities both in Washington and Asheville. 
He had an ambition to serve the boys of the army overseas. Cir- 
cuimstanceis were such that he found it . unwise to enter the foreign 
service. The day after his death a telegram came from John R. 
Mott, ordering him to Atlanta to receive assignments for speaking 
tours through the South in the larger cities. His vigorous and 
virile Americanism was one of the prominent characteristics of 
this noble man. While he was patriotic to the center of his being, 
he was at the same time a lover of humanity without distinction 
of race, creed or nationality. 

He sent weekly letters to those members of his congregation who 
were unable to attend divine services and in the last issue of the 
Central Church Messenger he discusses the fear of death and how 
it affects many people. The closing words of this last Church 
Messenger were: “God grant that each of us may be delivered from 
all our fears.” The following sentence epitomizes his thought of 
death: “Death shall be only as the porter of my Father’s lodge to 
open the gate and let me into my Father’s house.” 

He looked death in the face and was unafraid. He is at this 
hour 

“Of those immortal dead who live again 
In minds made better by their presence: live 
In pulses stirred by generosity, 

In deeds of daring rectitude, in scorn 
For miserable aims that end with self, 

In thoughts sublime that pierce the night like stars, 

And with their mild persistence urge man’s search 
To vaster issues.” 

He was great in life and yet greater still in death. For him death 
had no victory and the grave was not his goal. In life he sought the 
fine and good things. In death he claims and comes into possession 
of the things he so earnestly pursued and so ardently set his heart 
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upon in life. The world is poorer that he has gone. The great 
causes o*f righteousness, brotherhood, and the kingdom of love and 
purity have lost a powerful champion and an enthusiastic exponent. 

He has gene but the monuments that he has built in human char- 
acter will outlast the stars. The seed that he has sown in life will 
bring forth fruit abundantly to the honor and glory erf God and to 
the enrichment of the race. The thoughts that he has expressed 
in stirring eloquence will lead men to* those delectable heights where 
God is both sun and moon. The golden deeds that he has performed 
will sweeten, enhearten and comfort the souls of men as long as 
men sin and need forgiveness and sympathy.

WILLIAM VANCE HONEYCUTT 

William Vance Honeycutt was bo*rn near Statesville, January 24, 
1863, and died in Shelby, North Carolina, January 2, 1918. He was 
the son of Wortman Honeycutt, a small farmer of Iredell county, 
and was the ninth of twelve children. His only education was such 
as the country public schools of his day were able to give, with one 
term of teaching added, together with a five months’ private in- 
struction when he was making ready to answer the call to preach. 

While yet a boy he professed faith in Christ and joined the Meth- 
odist church at Chapel Hill, in Iredell county, having been the first 
of his father’s family to become religious. 

April 10th, 1884, he married Miss Ellen Sherrill, of Cabarrus 
county. For more than thirty years they journeyed together in 
loving companionship, till they were parted by her death, January 
10th, 1917. In sickness and in health he was ever solicitous for 
his wife’s happiness, and he did not consider himself when her com- 
fort was involved. When for several years before her death Mrs. 
Honeycutt’s health was bad, he appeared to live entirely for her, 
and when at last she passed away the light and joy went out of his 
life. Although he was cheerful and uncomplaining, he was never 
well again and did not long survive her. 

How the four girls and boys could be prepared for college and 
three of them graduated, with the small salary which was his, can 
find explanation only in a parental devotion that made no account 
of sacrifice and a noble ambition for his children’s welfare rather 
than for his own advancement. It is also a testimony to his belief 
in the need of education such as he had not enjoyed in his own 
youth. 

He was received on trial into the North Carolian Conference at 
Greensboro in 1889; ordained deacon by Bishop Galloway at Ashe- 
ville, 1891, and elder by Bishop Duncan at Charlotte, 1893. His 
appointments were as follows: 1889, Big Lick mission; 1890-92, 

Salem circuit, this being a new name, but not a new charge; 
1893-94, Connelly Springs circuit; 1895-96, Morganton circuit; 1897- 
98, Webster and Dillsboro; 1899-1900, Polkton; 1901-02, Monroe cir- 
cuit; 1903-05, Concord circuit; 1906, Besseber City; 1907-08, Lowell; 
1909-12, Belwood; 1913, Alexander; 1914-16, Granite Falls. 

He was not able to complete the year’s work at Granite Falls. 
After his wife’s death his own health declined rapidly and in the 
early summer he came to Shelby to his daughter’s for a month’s 
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rest, which he hoped would restore his strength. But instead of 
improving he continued to grow worse, and was compelled to sur- 
render his charge before the end of the year. At the Conference of 
1917 he was superannuated, and on January 2, 1918, he fell into 
the sleep that knows no waking. 

Measured by the best of all tests. Brother Honeycutt was a good 
preacher. Earnest and practical, and sometimes eloquent, his ser- 
mons were addressed to the hearts as well as to the heads of his 
congregations and were persuasive and helpful. The saints were 
nourished and strengthened by his ministry and many sinners 
w r ere brought into the Kingdom of God. He w&s an instructive 
as well as an evangelistic preacher and never failed to build up 
the charges he served. 

His uniform success was due in no small measure to his faithful 
pastoral work. He visited his people and his cheerful presence 
was always welcome and helpful. The sympathetic and courageous 
friend of all men, he was a great harmonizer, because he possessed 
such a spirit of good fellowship that men forgot their differences or 
became ashamed of them. 

He won the confidence of men foT they regarded him a good man. 
And why not? His was a loving heart, full of good will, which 
found expression in saying encouraging things to people and good 
about them, and was ever watchful for opportunities to do them 
good. He was a good man, with a goodness that was much more 
than good nature. His goodness was from God. He had a heart 
cleansed by divine grace and his life whs kept pure by daily fel- 
lowship with Jesus Christ. And it was from this holy presence he 
came with his message of comfort and inspiration. He lived the 
gospel he preached and bore constant interest to its power. “By it 
he obtained the testimony that he was righteous, God testifying to 
his gifts, and by it he, being dead, yet speaketh.”

ROBERT WESLEY PICKENS 

Robert Wesley Pickens was born near Weaverville, N. C., Novem- 
ber 21, 1824. His father was Rev. Andrew Pickens, who joined the 
South Carolina Conference in 1810 and in the year 1814 was ap- 
pointed to the Black Mountain circuit, which at that time embraced 
the greater part of the mountain region of North Carolina. Andrew 
Pickens was one of the pioneer Methodist preachers in the state and 
bore no small part in laying the foundations for what has become a 
numerous and vigorous Methodist population. Robert Pickens’ moth- 
er was Catharine Weaver, a sister of Jacob and Montraville Weaver, 
who were among the first settlers and the first Methodists in the 
western part of the state. They were strong and influential men 
and their posterity are a vigorous, enterprising and godly people, 
who have taken high rank in the civic and religious movements of 
the community in which they live. 

With such ancestry and surrounded with the very best influences 
it was in the order of nature that Brother Pickens should be well 
endowed and that the trend of his life from the beginning should 
be toward righteousness and high and useful service. He was edu- 
cated in the best common schools of the country and in the High 
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School at New Market, Tenn. He had an alert and retentive mind 
and made the best use of his opportunities. He was a life long stu- 
dent of books and men. 

Brother Pickens became a Christian early in life and wias licensed 
to preach while a very young man. He was admitted on trial into 
the Holston Conference at Athens, Tenn., in 1845 and served the fol- 
lowing charges: 1845, Elizabeth circuit and Johnson mission, with 

G. T. Snapp; 1846, Waynesville circuit and Echota Mission, with J. 
W. Thompson; 1847, Jamestown circuit; 1848, Cumberland circuit; 
1849, Estellville circuit; 1850, Hillsville circuit. His work this year 
was very heavy, his health became impaired and the next year he 
was left with a nominal appointment. In 1852, not having regained 
his health sufficiently for active service, he took the superannuate 
relation, which he held for three years. In 1855 he was made su- 
pernumerary and held this relation for ten years. During this 
time he went to Weaverville that he might care for his aged father, 
who died in 1860. 1865-66, Catawba circuit; 1867, Burnsville cir- 

cuit, embracing Mitchell and Yancey counties; 1868, nominal ap- 
pointment; 1869-78, supernumerary. During this time he served 
three years as financial agent o‘f Weaverville College and also did 
pastoral work on Henderson circuit. 1879, Leicester circuit; 1880, 
Marshall circuit; 1881-83, Cranberry and Toe River circuit; 1884, 
Pigeon River circuit; 1885, Blue Ridge circuit; 1886-88, Spring 
Creek and Hot Springs circuit; 1889, Eleazer circuit; 1890, Ander- 
sonville circuit; 1891, transferred to Western North Carolina COn- 
ference and appointed to Polkton circuit; 1892, superannuated and 
held this realtion until his death. 

Brother Pickens was married three times. His first wife Wc*s 
Miss Caroline Bickley, of Russell county, Va. His second wife was 
Miss Sue M. Forgey, of Tennessee, who was the mother of three 
sons and one daughter. One of the sons is Rev. C. M. Pickens, 
of this Conference. His third wife was Miss Taletha White, with 
whom he lived happily for forty years. He was an affectionate hus- 
band and kind father. His was a happy home. His children loved 
him and delighted to do him honor. 

To make an estimate of the character of Brother Pickens is not 
a difficult task, for his characteristics were well defined and strong 
and such as enter into the making of a noble life. 

He was a man of great faith. To him the unseen was as real 
as the seen. He accepted all the great facts and truths of the Bible 
without question and the principles of the gospel were the rule and 
motive of his life. Hiis conversion was clear and he had the con- 
stant witness of the Spirit to his sonship. He lived in the atmos- 
phere of prayer and fellowship with God. His preaching was clear 
and strong. He never compromised the truth, appealed to the con- 
science and enforced high moral standards. He did not know fear 
of man, but in face of opposition, with the spirit of the martyr in 
times that tried men’s souls he stood for the cause he represented 
and endured as seeing him who is invisible. He worked in hard 
fields but to him no field was hard, and never a murmur escaped his 
lips. 

He was a companionable man, everybody’s friend, hospitable and 
charitable. He loved his brethren of the Conference, greatly enjoyed 
their visits bo his home. His conversation was instructive and en- 
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tertaining, rich in incident from his varied fields of labor. He loved 
sincerity and halted shams, was without malice and guile, a friend of 
humanity. He was successful as a pastor, loved the old time revival 
and the class meeting, was strict and firm in discipline, and his min- 
istry everywhere bore abundant fruit. 

Brother Pickens was for many years a trustee of Weaverville Col- 
lege and was eminently true to this trust, safe in judgment and wise 
in counsel. He loved the Conference and while able to go never 
missed a session. For several years he had been in feeble health, 
constantly growing weaker, until at last the worn and weary wheels 
of life stood still on January 20th. 1918, being a little more than 
ninety-three years of age. His death was peaceful and triumphant. 
Like the setting of a summer sun in a cloudless sky, the happy soul 
passed from the crumbling tenement of clay into: the house of glory 
not made with hands, from labor to rest, from feebleness and pain 
to eternal youth.

JAMES REECE SCROGGS 

Our departed brother, the Rev. James Reece Scroggs, occupied for 
many years a position of leadership and prominence in this Con- , 
ference, and his death has left a vacancy in our ranks which it 
will be difficult to supply, for he was one of our wisest and best men. 

He had served all grades of appointments, from small circuits 
to large stations and districts, with uniform satisfaction, and at 
the last Conference received his forty-fifth appointment, and entered 
hopefully upon his second year on Marion station, when, almost sud- 
denly, the Messenger came to guide him to the Eternal City whither 
he had been journeying for many weary years. 

He was a son of the late J. Hial Scroggs, Esq., and Sarah Jane 
(Stevenson) Scroggs, of Iredell county, and was born December 
2nd, 1848. It was his good fortune to have devout ancestors, for 
his parents were sturdy, God fearing people, who made Christian 
service their supreme business. They were both of Scotch descent 
and held to the faith with a Scotch tenacity which made no 
compromise with evil. Their home life was positively Christian, 
for religion was the table talk and the near by church the centre 
of their thought and care. In such a home and from such teachers 
he learned well the great lessons of faith and obedience; of re- 
sponsibility and duty. 

His parents were neither rich nor poor, but of that thrifty and 
intelligent middle class, cut of which the strongest character is 
forged. Neither pampered by wealth nor dwarfed by poverty, he 
knew the meaning of “plain living and high thinking,” which aided 
greatly in preparing for the life work that Providence had reserved 
for him. It was also his privilege to be country born and country 
reared, and from early childhood he regarded the country church as 
a veritable light house — a religious center, where God blessed and 
saved his people. 

When sixteen years old he was converted under the ministry of 
the sainted Rev. John Tillett, and joined the Methodist church at 
Centre, on the old Iredell circuit. He took full advantage of his 
school Opportunities, first attending the local district schools and 
later received instruction at both Olin and Statesville Academy. 
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He was an apt student and held in high regard by both his teachers 
and class-mates. His purpcse first was to enter commercial life, 
and for a While he was employed, in a Statesville mercantile 
establishment but always he was an active Christian worker. Feel- 
ing that God wanted him to preach the gospel he accepted the call 
and the Statesville quarterly conference (Rev. Dr* M. L. Wood, pre- 
siding elder) granted !him license in 1873, and in December of that 
year in Goldsboro, he was admitted on trial into the North Caro- 
lina Conference. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh 
in Greensboro in 1876, and elder by Bishop Pierce at Charlotte in 
1878. His Conference appointments were the following: 1874-76, 

Stokes circuit; 1877-79, South Guilford circuit; 1880-81, Buckhorn 
circuit; 1882-83, Carthage circuit; • 1884-86, Stokes circuit; the latter 
half of 1886, Centenary, Winston; 1887, Shelby station; 1888-90, 
Randleman station, until July, 1890, when he was assigned to Trin- 
ity district to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Rev. P. F. W. 
Stamey. The Western North Carolina Conference was organized in 
1890, and his appointments in it were: 1891-93, Statesville District; 
1894-97, Salisbury District; 1898-1900, Washington Street, High 
Point; 1901-04, Greensboro District; 1905-07, Winston District; 
1908, Broad Street, Statesville; 1909, Shelby Station; 1910, Shelby 
District; 1911-13, Charlotte District; 1914-16, Shelby District; 1917, 
Marion Station, to which he was re-appointed at our last session, but 
in a few short weeks thereafter (December 17th, 1917) Go'd called 
him to the church above. 

He Was a trustee of Trinity College from 1905 until his death, 
and through his effort and influence Trinity Park High School was 
established on the college campus. 

Since 1901 he has been a member of the Conference Board of 
Publication and was deeply interested in the growth of our Confer- 
ence publishing interests. He was also for several years a trustee 
of the Children’s Hdme. He was three times a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference, being a member of that body at the sessions held 
in Memphis in 1894, in Dallas, Texas, in 1902, and in Birmingham, 
in 1906. 

The various appointments which he received and the many other 
positions of responsibility which he held prove his woTth and ability 
and that he was regarded as a wise and capable leader. 

In summing up the characteristics of Brother Scroggs it can be 
said, first of all, that he was a good man. He was a genuinely con- 
verted man. He knew in whom he believed and those who knew 
him best, believed most in him. When he made occasional visits 
to his old home community and preached at the old church the peo- 
ple went in multitudes to hear him, proving the high regard and 
love of those who had known him from his youth. His faith shone 
out in his life and inspired others to loftier effort. He was de- 
vout, even tempered, gentle mannered, humble spirited, and his 
demeanor was the same to all men, for he was equally at home 
with the poor and lowly, or the wealthy and cultured. 

He was a preacher of more than ordinary gifts. He had a 
strong grasp on the great doctrines of the Bible. His sermons 
were clear cut, logical, scriptural. His thought was expressed in 
the terse language of the people and his illustrations were strong 
and convincing. He made no effort at oratory but his messages, 
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which came from a heart charged with the truth, carried conviction 
to his hearers and his earnestness was the assurance of his sin- 
cerity. He preached on the great themes of the go'spel and the 
many who have heard him on special quarterly meeting or other 
occasions, will never forget his earnest and convincing appeals. 
The drawing power of his ministry never waned as age crept upon 
him, for in city church or country side he was always welcomed. 
He talked to the people as one who loved them and could there- 
fo*re say what he pleased without offending. Once while preaching 
at a country church he was disturbed by the whispering of some 
thoughtless young people. He paused, and then, with gentleness, 
said: “My mother taught me to be silent while others are talking, 
so I will just stoip until you get through.” There was no further 
disturbance. As a pastor he went into the presence of sorrow and 
distress with a measure of sympathy and love that brought comfort 
to the careworn and broken hearted. His wise tactfulness made him 
indeed a fisher of men and God honored his ministry by giving him 
souls for his hire. He had great administrative ability and was a 
great presiding elder. He had a judicial mind. He knew the law 
and the Discipline and how to apply it wisely. He had strong com- 
mon sense and sane judgment and could see all sides of a question. 
He was a man of few words. He kept his own counsel. He never 
made promises that he could not fulfill. He knew human nature 
and could measure accurately the fitness of men for various ap- 
pointments. In the cabinet he was a wise counselor who knew the 
Conference thoroughly, as twenty-one years of his ministerial life 
were spent in the presiding eldership and the six large districts 
which he served embraced practically all of cur territory east of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains. 

On March the 22nd, 1872, he was married to Miss Sue Augusta 
Gunn, of Statesville, and their home was a happy one. He was 
a gentle and loving husband and she made him a model wife. While 
he was away on preaching tours she kept the parsonage fires burn- 
ing and helped him in his holy work. They had five children, two 
o*f whom preceded the father to the other world. The stricken wife 
and relatives in their loneliness and grief have our warm sympathy 
and prayers. He was the friend of all men. He was my friend. 
One day during the session of the last Conference he familiarly 
threw his arm across my shoulder and said, “Brother Sherrill, 
should I die first I want you to write my memoir.” That last re- 
quest deeply moved me, but I little thought, when he expressed the 
solemn wish, that in a few brief weeks he would depart for the 
spirit world. 

For some time prior to his death his health was feeble, but he 
was able to carry on his work and expressed the hope that he might 
be able to preach yet fo*r several years. On the day he died he 
arose in usual health and ate his breakfast, but in a brief time 
became violently ill and in a few hours passed beyond. A pall of 
darkness fell upon the towh of Marion when the news of his 
death was known. The people, without regard ttf sect, were grieved 
to learn that this good man was gone. The funeral service, held 
in the Marion church, was conducted by Rev. Parker Holmes, as- 
sisted by the pastors of the town. Then the body was taken to* Shel- 
by for burial. The final service, conducted jointly by Rev. J. F. 
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Kirk and Rev. C. A. Wood, was concluded there. The body was laid 
to rest in the Shelby cemetery until the resurrection morning. This 
saintly man had gone in and out before us for many years and was 
an example to< the flock, for in season and out of season he was a 
faithful worker in the Master’s vineyard. His history is rich in 
honest service, and when he laid down his commission he entered 
into a glorious reward. He left to his family the rich legacy 
of a stainless life and to the church a record for devotion to duty 
which should inspire us all to nobler endeavor. 

We appreciated him while he was with us, as evidenced by the 
honors and responsibilities we laid upon him, and now since he 
has gone he will be sorely missed as a leader and wise counselor. 
But God knows best, for while He buries the workmen He still 
carries forward the work. “Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord from henceforth ; yea saith the Spirit, that they may rest from 
their labors; and their works do follow them.”

October 1st, 1861, was translated October 15th, 1918. She was 
married to P. C. Battle August 16th, 1896. At the age of thirteen 
she was converted and joined Bethel Methodist church in 
Laurens county, South Carolina.
